CAPTAIN’S LOG 


Hi All, 


It has been a few months since the last newsletter so there is a lot to go over. ’m happy to report I am 
back on the retirement rolls as of the end of July. That frees me up to be able to spend a lot of cycles 
focusing on this organization. Surely it needs them. 


Look elsewhere in the newsletter for a Xenia Hamvention wrap-up as penned by yours truly. It had 
been 19 years since I had made the trip. I had a good time with a distinct highlight being KM3T’s 
induction into the CQ Contest Hall of Fame. 


The WISRG/YCCC July Cookout was well attended by some 25 YCCC members. The W1SRG folks 
have a truly cool integration of shooting sports and ham radio. I can’t thank them enough for 
sponsoring this. Larry - AGIC, Dave - K1MT and (especially) Colleen - W1OMG worked to make my 
day easy and enjoyable for all in attendance. 


You may have noticed we did not execute a 3YOJ donation despite 57% of the club voting in favor 
through the poll done last February. I proposed a poll in the hope that it might persuade a board 
member or two to reconsider, but they were unaffected by the arguments or results. I could not gather 
the required executive board support for the unbudgeted expenditure and I came to realize this was a 
very divisive issue for the club through many private conversations and direct emails. Please consider 
supporting the 3YOJ team through direct donations or through your favorite DX association. 


Recently I was contacted by John, K1AR and asked to represent the Club support of a letter initiated 
by the North Coast Contesters (NCC) to be sent to CQ Publisher, Dick Ross, K2MGA. The NCC letter 
asks him to reverse the CQ policy of excluding Russian and Belarus hams from the upcoming CQ 
contests. 


I engaged the Club officers and those that I consider my advisory board as the letter represented the 
*Executive Board” of the sign-on clubs. I was asked not to share the letter and given 2 days to make 
the decision. Collectively, we decided it would not be appropriate for YCCC to endorse the letter 
without membership input. I asked John to convey that position. LE., the YCCC would not be included 
in the list of sign-on clubs in the final letter that was sent to CQ early August.

Should there be a Club position that we convey to CQ or other adjudicating bodies? Should there be a 
relief organization that we rally behind? Compose your proposal and submit to the executive officers 
before the October meeting. 


Whether you realized it or not you lost your access to Google Workspace recently. Some 400 of us had 
free access until Google began enforcing their policy for Clubs claiming to be non-profit entities. Note 
we are not a federally recognized non-profit. We are on file with the State of Massachusetts as a non- 
profit. That is no longer good enough for Google. One alternative, quickly dismissed, was subscribing 
everyone at $6/mo. Assume 250 active members, that would cost us around $1500/mo. Filing to 
become a federal non-profit might have been doable given more time. Expertise that can guide us on 
how to file and educating the board in understanding the longer term requirements that this entails may 
be something we want to seek out. 


Less than 25 of the 400 members had ever accessed these services in the last 5 years. However, there 
were a few members that had some portion of their Ham Radio life stored there. 


Gerry, W1VE ended up taking the brunt of this mess as “Volunteer IT Dude”. I think we need to make 
this a permanent position on the board. After some 50+ emails between Gerry and the Executive 
Board, we have excised ourselves from the behemoth known as Google. A more streamlined service 
has been engaged so we can use the @yccc.org emails again. More information will be forthcoming. 
Thank you, Gerry! 


Looking forward, we have booked the Sturbridge Hotel for the October 1“ meeting. We will tackle a 
couple of Club constitution changes at that meeting, published in this newsletter. 


More immediately, I hope to see you at the Northeast HamXposition (www.hamxposition.org) August 
26 - 28". Several YCCC members are involved with the planning and execution of the event. We have 
an entire room for our use, “Corporate/E-7”. There is a refrigerator in the room. Feel free to use it as a 
gathering place to cool down/rest-up. Operate W1A while you are there. At a minimum, show your 
support by showing up.

We want to formally discontinue the printed/mailed version of the Club newsletter for cost and 
resource reasons. For the few members that have paid for this, if any, their membership will be 
extended appropriately. 


Article VI of the Constitution and Section 6 of the ByLaws are affected: 


Article VI 
[as amended 07 February 1999] 
[as amended 05 February 2005] 
[as amended 06 April 2013] 
[as amended xxOctober 2022] 


The Club, by majority vote of those present at a Regular or Special meeting and with a super 
quorum present and voting, may levy such dues as are deemed necessary for the operation 
of the Club. 


Payment of current dues shall be a pre-condition for e-delivery of the YCCC Scuttlebutt , 
participation in the Club’s e-mail reflector, and participation in the Club’s various awards 
programs, e.g.: YCCC Challenge, general awards programs (mugs/certificates/top gun 
pins/etc. ). 


A lapsed member can reinstate their lost privileges by paying current dues. 


Payment of dues shall not be a precondition for submission of member scores to the YCCC 
Club aggregate in competitions. 


ByLaws 
6. Dues 


An annual dues assessment covering the calendar year is hereby levied pursuant to 
Article VI of the Constitution to meet current Club operating expenses. 


The dues assessment schedule may be modified from time to time by a majority vote 
of the membership, with a super quorum present and voting, resulting in the 
automatic amendment of the applicable By-Laws. 


The dues assessment schedule is as follows: 


Full Member (FE) 
$15 (Eligible for YCCC awards programs and electronic delivery of Club newsletter, 
Scuttlebutt, here on referred to as E-butt.) 


Family Member (FM) 

$0 (Grants full membership to all amateurs residing at one domicile on payment of 
one member’s “Full Member” annual dues and entitlement toelectronic delivery of the 
Club Newsletter.All members of said family are eligible for YCCC awards programs.) 
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Student Member (ST) 
$10 (Grants full membership to students at a reduced level. Eligible for YCCC awards 
programs and electronic delivery of the Club Newsletter. ) 


Subscription (SU) 
$10 (A “friend of YCCC” not a member but a possible candidate for future 
membership. Receives Club newsletter in electronic form. ) 


A former member who has moved out of the Club area may continue to participate in 
the Club’s e-mail reflector and receive the electronic newsletter at no cost.

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LOST CREW (Silent Keys) 


Dennis M. Scolamiero — N1DS (x-W1TUP) - Quincy, MA - May 23, 1934 - April 13, 2022 


Dennis M. Scolamiero, NIDS (x-W1TUP), 87, of Quincy and Swampscott 
picked up his Silent Key at dawn on April 13, 2022, just 40 days shy of his 
88th Birthday. 


He launched in a spectacular display over Massachusetts Bay. 


He was a self taught amateur ham radio operator from childhood. His father 
helped install an antenna on the roof of the family home at 55 Scammell St. 
that he could control with a crank gear assembly from his bedroom radio 
studio. He loved to CQ CQ CQ, calling around the world as "Double- You One 
Tired Uncle Peter, Whiskey 1 Tango Uniform PahPah!" or later as "November 
1 Delta Sierra" He participated in countless radio contests from home and on 
the road. 


He was a first generation college student and got his BS in Electrical Engineering from Northeastern U 
in 1957 and spent his entire career working on inertial guidance navigation systems at the MIT 
Instrumentation Lab and Draper Lab in Cambridge working on the onboard navigation computers for 
Project Apollo to land astronauts on the moon with Apollo 11 and also with the Navy on the DSRV 
before he developed dementia that lasted decades. 


Even after he forgot how to use his radio he would continue sending code drumming with his fingers 
on anything from arm chairs to mailboxes or using his walking stick "old reliable" to search for 
resonance on manhole covers or in elevator chambers and would tap hello or whistle to anyone near 
bye. He had QSL cards coming in long after he was able to use his equipment. 


Please know how much he loved the Ham radio community and all of you even if you never met. He 
was involved in the Yankee Clipper Contest Club and the Patriot DX Association on the North Shore of 
Boston. 


In his last years he spent hours upon hours sorting QSL cards which brought him great comfort when 
he could no longer remember his family. Ironically, this was almost less irritating to them than the 
endless hours he spent interrupting TV reception sending code! 


He "knew" all of you out there in the vastness of the atmosphere. The kinship of those who understood 
what it means to be on the same " wavelength " literally and figuratively meant the world to him from 
his place "on the spectrum". He signaled his passing with a spectacular rainbow of clouds at dawn. He 
helped many a Ham by teaching them code, administering exams at MIT and helping to install radio 
antennas throughout his life.

Both smart and talented, Chris could build or fix almost anything. He was an exceptional cook and 
photographer, who could sketch wonderfully, tied beautiful flies for fishing, and once created a 
beautiful needlepoint family heirloom. 


An avid outdoorsman, Chris was a lifetime member of the Southborough Rod and Gun Club. In recent 
years he enjoyed opportunities to fish and hunt with his friend George on Lake Fork. 


Chris’s other passion was ham radio / amateur radio. He was a past President (2002-2004) of the 
Yankee Clipper Contest Club in New England, frequently operated at KITTT and KB1H contest 
stations before moving to Texas in the mid-2000s. More recently Chris became a regular at WSKFT’s 
station and participated in many multi-op contests from NR5M, NSYA, and K5QE.
